In this view Mr. Woodruff had the hearty 
assent of Mr. Hughes, who is himself one 
of the Judiciary Nominators.

The conversation was so inter- 
esting, however, that Mr. Hughes ace 
cepted the President’s invitation to ace 
company him as far as Trenton. 

A large crowd gathered in the Jersey 
City station to greet the President, and 
he was heartily cheered as he went to 
his car Mr. Hughes joined him, and 
the cheers of the crowd were redoubled 
when they saw the President and the 
candidate for the Governorship walking 
arm in arm. President Roosevelt came 
out on the platform of his car with Mrs. 
Roosevelt several times and bowed. He 
greeted persons whom he recognized in 
the crowd, and he said that he had thor- 
oughly enjoyed his vacation, and was 
ready for hard work. 

Mr. Hughes took the next train back 
from Trenton after leaving the President, 
and at 4 o'clock in the afternoon he went 
to the new Republican headquarters at 
12 East Thirtieth Street, where he had a 
conference with Mr. Woodruff. <A mes- 
sage was sent to County Chairman Par- 
sons asking him to join the conference.

All of the five Hearst meetings were” 
well attended, and his reception in évery 
case was enthusiastic. His speech was & 
comparatively short one, and, with only 
minor exceptions, he spoke “ by the card ” 
in every instance.

Mr. Harst paused @ 
moment, and therl pi¢ked up the t:.-eud of 
his speech, going on to say that the repu- 
diation of the corporation corruptionists 
at Bufalo was the only thing that made it 
possible for him to run on the Democtatic 
ticket. 

Later in the evening at the last meet- 
ing, when Mr. Hearst was addressing @ 
large gathering at Prospect Hall, he had 
passed down the line of those whom he 
had to thank for the opposition to him, 
when some one shouted out:

nandez, members of the disarmament 
commission, left here to-night to receive 
arms from the rebels at Santa Clara, 
Sagua la Grande, Esperanza, Cruces, 
Cienfuegos, and other points in the centre 
of the island.

A brigade of marines, consisting of 750 
men, commanded by Major Wendell C. 
Neville, was landed at 8 o'clock this 
morning from the United States warships 
Kentucky, Indiana, and Minneapolis, and 
proceeded by trolley to Camp Columbia. 
There was no demonstration of any kind. 


Guns Landed with the Men. 

All the marines were landed within two 
hours from starting the operation, which 
was carried out with great precision ow- 
ing to the fact that tent supplies and 
general equipment were brought along in 
the boats with each detachment, so that 
€ach boatload of men had with them full 
equipment for a long stay ashore. Sev- 
eral field guns were also landed. All the 
landings were inade at the new whart of 
the Havana Central Electric Railway. 

Thirty etreet cars and several freight 
for the supplies, were run directly 
out upon the long pier, and the ships’ 
boats, iaden with marines, were towed 
shoreward in strings of three and four by 
the launches.

FAR” ADAMS A SUICIDE, 
* FOLLOWING MISFORTUNES | 


Broken by Ill-Health and Money 
Losses, He Shoots Himself. 


SAGE & CO. SANK $2,000,000 | 


He Also Felt Deeply the Disgrace of 
Prison Sentence—Great Fortune 





Made in Policy Swindle. 


Standing before a mirror in his apart- | 
ment on the fifteenth floor of the An- | 
sonia apartment hotel, ‘Al’ Adams, 
known as the “ Policy King,’’ committed 
suicide yesterday morning by shooting 
himself. Members of his family and those 
in the apartment house who knew him | 
ascribed ill-health and worry over finan- 
cial losses reasons for the deed, but 
there are those who believe that the 
lonely life he had led recently had much 
to do with the suicide. 

All his life Adams had been an early 
riser. On Sunday night he left a call at 
the office for 6:45 o’clock. When the tele- 
phone girl rang his bell at that hour yes- 
terday morning he responded, and there} 
Was nothing in the tone of his voice to 
indicate unusual agitation. Shortly after- 
ward Earnest Miller, a colored bell boy, 
who frequently aided Adams to dress, | 
Went to the apartment and knocked on | 
the door. Receiving no answer, he re- 
turned downstairs and questioned the tel- 
ephone girl, after which he obtained a 
Pass key and entered the apartment. 

The suite in which Adams lived consist- 
ed of three rooms, a sitting room, a 
study, and a bedroom. When Milier en- 
tered the latter room he saw the body 
of the ‘“ Policy King’”’ lying a |} 
chair. There was a bullet hole in either 
temple, and the man was dead. On the 
floor beside the chair a .44 calibre | 
Colt’s revolver, new, and with one cham- j 
ber empty. 

W. E. D. Stokes, manager of the hotel, | 
Was at once notified. Dr. Julius Thorn- 
ley, the house physician, went immedi- 
ately to Adams's apartment. Mr. Stokes 
notified Coroner Harburger by telephone. | 
Dr. Thornley ventured the opinion after | 
a superficial examination that Adams had} 
been dead some time. | 

Hand Steady and Alm True. 

It was evident from the appearance of | 
the room that Adams had gone about the 
final act of his life with calmness. The 
blinds in the bedroom had been raised so 
that there was plenty of light. Adams} 
had stood directly in front of a long mir- | 
rer and had placed the muzzle of the re- | 
volver to his right temple. His aim was 
perfect, and his hand must have been 
steady, for the bullet passed straight | 
through the brain, coming out at the left | 
temple. The bullet was found imbedded 
in the wall of the little private hall, hav- 
ing passed through the bedroom door. 
As he died Adams’s body had fallen to 
the left across the chair, and the revolver | 
had dropped to the floor. 

Police Capt. Burfiend of the West Six- 
ty-eighth Street Station assigned Detec- | 
tives Bresner and Cook on the case. When 
the contents of the room were gone} 
through it was found that all the dead! 
man’s jewelry, diamond tuff buttons, pins, | 
and watch were where he had evidently 
left them the night before. The detec- 
tives found $185 in cash in his wallet, 
some I. O. U's, and papers relative to his 
Wall Street interests. There were por a | 
dences that Adams had started to dress | 
before killing himself. | 

Mrs. Adams and her sons, who had been 
living at 839 West Eighty-fifth Street, 
were notified, and visited the hotel soon! 
after the Coroner arrived. All were deep- | 
ly affected, as they had come to the hotel | 
believing that the husband and father was | 
seriously ill, but they had not been tn- 
formed that he was dead. Coroner Har- 
burger gave permission for the removal | 
of the body, and it was taken to an un-| 
dertaking establishment during the morn- | 
ing. 

Cherles F. Bauerdorff, a lawyer of 111 
Broadwey, who said he was Adams's ex- | 
ecutor, called at the Ansonia shortly aft- | 
er the news of the suicide had been made 
public. He said that Adams had been 
suffering from diabetes and that he had 
expected to go to Mexico shortly, partly | 
on business and partly for his health. In 
his opinion the suicide was not due to his | 
financial losses, as Adams had sustained |! 
severe losses before and was still a very | 
wealthy man at the time of his death. 

W. E. D. Stokes, who had known Adams | 
ever since the latter was in Sing Sing 
Prison, was inclined to believe that the 
money losses and the fact that the news- 
papers dealt rather harshly with him were | 
responsible for the deed. 


Sunk Vast Sum In Sage & Co. 
“He told me,”’ said Mr. Stokes, “ that | 
he had a great number of securities that | 
he could not realize on, and that he had/| 
lent to his eldest son, who was with Sage | 
& Co., $2,000,000. He said also that he 
had $40,000 out on I. O. U.’s and that he 
had Ient another $40,000 to a trust com- 
pany and had lost fully $20,000 in Union 
Pacific besides. I think that the hounda- 
{ng he received at the hands of the news- 
papers had a great deal to do with his 
suicide. I know he felt it deeply.” 
Mr, Stokes said further that when he/ 
visited Sing Sing Prison to see Sam Parks, | 
the labor leader, whose pardon he was in- 
terested in obtaining, he met Adams, and 
the “ policy king’’ asked him to try and} 
have him pardoned also. . 
*“‘He asked me to use what influence I 
had with the Governor to get him out. | 
Hé said: ‘My being here is an awful dis 
gtace to my family, and I can’t star it 
much longer. If I don’t get out pretty 
soon I shall die.’ ”’ :

He knew that his 
game was unlawful, but he possessed a 
power he thought greater than the law, 
and he paid liberally for police protection.

“You can do no better,” said Mr. Jack- 
son, “than to take on that husky, ruby- 
faced Democrat from Erie. He is on to 
all the dodges and slick jobs in politics, 
and if we elect him it will put us old fel- 
lows who have been doing all the work in 
past years on Easy Street. Conners 
wants the job, though it is a thankless 
job at best. If we win people 
| will say that he couldn’t help it.

To the surprise of many of those in at- 
| tendance Charles N. Bulger got up and

‘All Summer,” said Mr. Bulger, “ I’ve

Mr. Conners’s Speech. 


*T thank you for this honor,” said Mr. 
Conners upon taking the chair. “I ain't 
no speechmaker, and I ain't going to 
make no speech now. But I pledge you 
that I will give all my energy to this 
campaign, and that when there is hard 
work to do you'll find me on the job.” 

There was some applause. Then the 
meeting returned to routine matters, 
Committeeman Charles P. Williams of 
Wayne County offered a resolution mak- 
ing Arthur A. McLean of Orange County 
Treasurer.

\falo. The store was next door to Public 
| School No. 2. Young Conners did not like 
ito go to school, however.

| Conners ig a man of great force and 
lability. Though he is lacking in educa- 
| tion, he is to-day worth a million dollars 
jor more. He was born Jan. 3, 1857, in 
| Buffalo. His first job was a porter on 
{the lake steamboat Pacific, which ran 
| Buffalo. His first job was as a porter @n 
years of this life he became a dock la- 
| borer and a boat painter. He worked on 
'the docks of Buffalo for a few years, and 
then he opened a saloon in the First 
Ward, the roughest district of Buffalo. 
His place was frequented mostly by dock 
| laborers. Here Conners laid the founda- 
[tion of his fortune. He soon started a 
leontracting business. To-day he is the 
| largest stevedore contractor on the lakes. 
| He is also the principal stockholder in 
| the Interurban Railway Company, and he 
jis interested in various industrial enter- 
|prises. He owns two newspapers, The 
| Buffalo Enquirer, an evening paper, and 
|The Buffalo Courier, a morning paper. 
After Conners became a stevedore con-

Samuel C, Eastman of Con- 
cord, retiring President of the association, 
gave an address upon reforms in pleading 
'and Edward M. Shepard of New York

law, 

Mr. Shepard’s address was heard with 
the closest attention. He discusseq@ the 
injury done to the influence of the bar in 
its relations to public life and American 
statesmanship by the share accredited to 
lawyers in corporate abuses, and said 
that although ‘awyers are richer to-day, 
their influence with the public conscience 
is less. 

He pointed out the evils resulting from 
excessive capitalization and the dangers 
to legitimate corporate enterprises aris- 
ing from public indignation incident to 
such inflation. He favored legislation 


in a general order made public to-day. It 
holds that where a State rate forms a

JOHN C, BAKER A SUICIDE. | 


Newspapers Art Department Head 
Had a Nervous Attack. 


Because of extrme nervousness, brought 
on, in part, ft is said, by his apartments 
being in disorder due to painters working 
in them, John C. Baker, 88 years old, 
head of The Herald’s art department, 
committed suicide late last night by 
shooting himself in the head in his apart- 
ments at 410 Central Park West.

Baker complained to his wife that he 
was ill, and said that he wanted to He 
down. He went to his bedroom and there 
found his bed covered with pictures. 
Walking out to the dining room where 
his wife was sitting he complained that 
he was unable to find any place to lie 
down. 

Mrs. Baker said that she would try to 
fix the couch for him. She started pre- 
paring the couch as her husband walked

SIMLA, India, Oct. 1.—The most influ- 
ential body of Mohammedans that has 
ever approached the Indian Government, 
headed by his Highness Agra Khan, and 
consisting of thirty-six members, repre- 
senting every province and every branch 
of thereducated Moslem community, to- 
day presented an address to Lord Minto, 
the Viceroy of India, setting forth the 
grievances and aspirations of the Moham- 
medans: of India, and especially their 
claim for a fair share in any modified 
system of representation that might be 
contemplated.

FEARS A NEW HURRICANE

More Than Four Inches of Rain 
Falls on the Damaged City. 


TUGS FLEE UP THE RIVER 


Pensacola All Drenched, but Work of 
Clearing Up the Wreckage Pro- 
ceeds—The City Cheerful. 


MOBILE, Oct. 1.—Mobile’s losses and 
misery were greatly ‘increased to-day 
when more than four inches of. rain fell. 
Houses and business buildings ‘which had 
suffered from ' Wednesday's hurricane 
were flooded. When the citizens retired 
to-night it was with gloomy forebodings. 
Warnings of another great storm are out 
all along the Gulf coast. 

A second violent wind now, even though 
it does not reach the proportion of the re- 
cent hurricane, must cause greatly in- 
creased injury to the buildings of the city, 
and’ possibly “some™'loss of ‘fife. " Many 
structures were weakened by .the blow. of. 
Wednesday so badly that they. will .not 
be able to withstand @ second attack. 

During the early evening the barometer 
here’ registered 29.63. It had been al- 
most stationary during the greater part of 
the day. The office of the Weather Bu- 
reau was overwhelmed by anxious visit- 
ors who called to learn of the probabili- 
ties of another storm. 

All of te tugs in the Mobile, River to- 
night fled up stream. to escape a -second 
hurricane.” Representatives from — the 
Maritime Exchange were anxious to get a 
boat with which to begin the task of re- 
covering timber ang logs lost in the storm. 
Not a tug could be induced to remain 
near the city. It has been decided that 
all the people on Dauphine Island are to 
be brought to this city if another storm 
sets in. . The revenue cutter Winona will 
go to the island. 

To-day’s heavy storm,set in shortly 
after midnight and lasted about twelve 
hours. There is scarcely a building in the 
business. section of the-city which had a 
roof capable of ‘Keéping out ‘the rain. 
Many of them have no roofs at all. The 
water poured down: the elevator shafts, 
leaking roofs, and unprotected floors, 
ruining all manner of merchandise, Fran- 
tic efforts were made to protect goods 
and also to safeguard them from the 
coming Storm.

MILTON ROBLEE FAILS; 
LIABILITIES, $285,60 


Receiver Appointed for Bartholdi 
Hotel’s Manager. 


HIS CREDITORS RESTRAINED 


Court Order Permits Him to Carry on 
Business — His Debts Are for 
Rent and Hotel Supplies. 


A petition in bankruptcy was filed in 
the United States District Court yester- 
day by Milton Roblee, manager of the 
Bartholdi Hotel, and the Hotel Belleclaire, 
at Broadway and Seventy-seventh Street. 
The Habilities are fixed at $285,400; while 
the nominal assets are $138,000. Judge 
Adams appointed McDougall Hawkes re- 
ceiver, fixing his bond at $25,000. 

It was declared that Roblee’s petition 
was precipitated by dispossess proceed- 
ings instituted against him by the own- 
ers of the Bartholii Hotel. A year and 
a half ago the creditors of Mr. Roblee 
granted him an extension of credit, and a 
committee appointed by them has been 
conducting the affairs of the Hotel Belle- 
claire, 

An order restraining the creditors from 
interfering with the conduct of Mr. Rob- 
lee’s business by the receiver, or of pro- 
ceeding with any action looking to his 
ejectment from the hotels, was also signed 
by Judge Adams. It was asserted in the 
bankruptcy petition that his lease on the 
bartholdi has three years to run, but that 
Ellen M. Pike, owner of the property, has 
given a lease to another person for jwen- 
ty-seven years. 

There are several suits pending against 
Mr. Roblee. He owes Albert Saxe, own- 
er of the Belleclaire, it is alleged, $92,000 
for rent. For taxes, it is also asserted, 
he owes $22,000, and $20,000 water rates. 
To Ellen M. Pike there is due $9,200 rent 
for the Bartholdi, and on this property 
$3,500 water rent. 

Mr. Roblee started as a hotel manager 
in the partnership firm of Reed & Roblee 
in 1896. They afterward separated, Mr. 
Roblee continuing as manager of 
Bartholdi. He filed a petition in bank- 
ruptcy in 1899, when he owed $35,987. He 
received a discharge the same year. In 
1908 he opened the Belleclaire as an apart- 
ment hofel. His rent for this was $64,000 
a year; the rental of the Bartholdi is 
$55,000 a year. For several years he has 
had no rating in Bradstreet’s. Since the 
committee of creditors took charge of the 
Belleclaire he has been acting as manager 
at a salary of $5,000 a year, it is said.

REAPPORTIONMENT UPHELD. 


Court of Appeals Says Adverse Decis- 
ion Would Confuse Elections. 


ALBANY, Oct. 1.~The Court of Appeals 
in a decision handed down this afternoon 
sustains, for all practical purposes, the 
constitutionality of the reapportionment 
of legislative districts made by the Legis- 
lature last Spring on the basis of the de- 
cennial enumeration of 1905. 

The court dismisses without cost all of 
the appeals except in the Monroe County 
case; in that the judgment of the lower 
courts sustaining the reapportionment 
statute is affirmed. 

In the opinion “per curiam” (by the 
court—no individual Judge named) after 
declaring that the court has no legal ju- 
risdiction in the case, owing chiefly to 
the failure of the Legislature to pre- 
scribe a definite procedure for such 
cases, the court says: 

‘*It may be further said, as an addition- 
al reason why we should not strain to ex- 
tend our jurisdiction, that a decision ad- 
verse to the validity of the Apportionment 
act, made now, might throw the general 
election about to be held into inextricable 
confusion and chaos. The people have 
acted on the law and held their primary 
elections. Election districts have been 
faid out in all the great counties of this 
State under the new apportionment. It 
is difficult to exaggerate the confusion that 
might and probably would arise were the 
apportionment set aside at this time, If 
these cases are to come before us at all 
it is far better that they should be heard 
and decided at a time when they can be 
considered solely with reference to the 
constitutional provision, uninfluenced by 
fear of results. on a pending election.

JERSEY SHORE TAXES RAISED. 


The Assessments In Monmouth County 
Are Nearly Doubled. 


Special to The New York Times. 

FREEHOLD, N. J., Oct. 1—The Mon- 
mouth County Board for the Equalization 
of Taxes, created by an act of the Legis- 
lature last Winter, has just completed a 
revision of the Tax Assessors’ duplicates, 
|In many cases the local Assessor has in- 
creased the valuation on property to near- 
ly double that of former years. Espe- 
cially is this true in the shore districts. 
In the Asbury Park district the assessed 
| valuation this year is $9,904,505. Of this 
$9,299,935 is real and $604,570 is personal 
| property. Last year’s assessment was 
| $4,253,776—$3,859,526 real and $394,250 per- 
sonal property. 

The total assessed valuation of Mon- 
mouth County property this year is $76,- 
940,935, an increase of $18,248,080 over 
last year’s assessment. The assessed 
valuation last year was $58,692,845. The 


large increase in valuations in the shore 
districts will materially reduce the county 
tax rate, to the benefit of the inland 
roperty owners, who for years have 
een aying taxes on full value for 
everything they owned.

ALBANY, Oct. 1.—The State Court of 
Claims; has made a final award of $1,162 
damages in the Sanders case, which in- 
volved the Mability of the State for dam- 
ages to abutting property growing out of 
the construction of the elevated structure 
on Park Avenue, New York City, for the 
operation of the trains of the New York 
Certral & Hudson River Raltlroad. ‘The 
original amount of the Sanders claim was 
$12,236. 

The aggregate of all the claims filed 
against the State by reason of the con- 
struction was about $750,000. Taking the 


award in the Sanders case as a basis, the 
awards in all of the claims will not ag- 
gregate more than $90,000.

NEW MEAT LAW IN FORCE. 


60 Applications for Federal Inspection 
—Some Too Late to be Acted On. . 


The new meat law, which provides that 
all products for inter-State and foreign 
commerce shall bear the Federal inspec- 
tion tag, was put into operation yesterday. 
The United States Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry, with offices in Forty-second 
Street, having charge of the Second Dis- 
trict, which includes Greater New York, 
found it no-easy task to enforce a new 
law in one day. Dr. H. N. Waller, the 
head of the bureau, said the work was 
greatly handicapped by lack of men. 

‘“* We have increased our force of veter- 
inary Inspectors, stocktakers, taggers, 
meat Inspectors, and laborers, until they 
now number about 100,” said Dr. Waller. 
‘We have found that this number is in- 
sufficient to do the work. We will need 
at least from twenty-five to fifty more 
men in a short time. 

“ Before the law was enacted there were 
in New York about thirty inspected 
slaughter houses. This number has been 


greatly increased. Sixty apeiretions have 
already been made to the partment of 
Agriculture by slaughter house owners for 
inspection. any more will be made later. 
All these applications must be taken care 


of. 
“We have had absolutely no trouble to- 


day with the owners of —— houses. 
There has been a general disposition on 
their part to obey the law. Some of the 
owners, however, made application for in- 
spection too late for us to attend to them. 

at is their own fault. We expect com- 
plaints from them.’’ °* 

The veterinary Inspectors say that what- 
ever troublé may arise will be caused by 
the fact that owners of slaughter houses 
[have not complied with the law, which 
| provides that no slaughter house shall be 
seereeeee until it is in a sanitary condi- 

on. 

“The owners of the slaughter houses 
have not gone ahead and put their estab- 
lishments in condition, but have waited 
for us to tell them just what to do,” was 
the wey one Inspector put it. ‘‘ They have 
probably been under municipal supervi- 
sion so long that they do ndt understand 
the way Federal officers do their work. 
They are probably afraid that if they do 
any work some one may come along and 
change it all over for them. 

“Our work is mainly an educational 
one. We are educating the slaughter 
house owner, the workman, and the pub- 
lic. It is not an easy task. The work- 
men have fallen into certain-habits, which 
are to be changed. For instance, a man 
| who has grown used to wearing a soiled 
| pair of overalls cannot be easily induced 
; to put on clean ones. But he has to do it, 

lor we will not let him work.” 

This same Inspector thought that the 

| $3,000,000 which Congress appropriated 
for carrying out the enlarged work will 
soon be exhausted. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 1.—Twenty-five 
meat dealers and packers already have 
had inspections, but it was found that 
their plants were not in shape to permit 
them to engage in inter-State business. 
Fifty others, many of them from New 
York, have notified the department that 
they have just heard of the extent of the 
law, and have asked for inspection.

HEAVY OUTPUT OF COAL. 


1905 Production 40,000,000 Tons Great- 
er Than That of 1904. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 1.—The Geologica! 
Survey to-day made public statistics on 
the production of coal in the United 
States in 1905. From these it appears 
that both in quantity and value the pro- 
duction surpassed all previous records. in 
this country. The output amounted to 
892,919,341 short tons, which had a value 
at the mines of $476,756,963. Compared 
with 1904, the output in 1905 exhibits an 
increase of 41,102,948 short tons, or 11.7 
per cent. in quantity, and of $32,385,942, 
or 7.3 per cent. in value. 

Of the total production in 1905, 69,339,- 
152 long tons (equivalent to 77,659,859 


| Short*tons) were Pennsylvania anthracite, 
| With a value at the mines of $141,879,000. 
The total production of bituminous coal | 


and lignite was 315,259,491 short tons, | 


anthracite coal in Pennsylvania in 1905 
was 4,020,662 long tons (or 4,508,15? short 
tons) more than that of 1904, while the 
increase in the production of bituminous 
coal and lignite was 36,599,882 short tons. 

A portion of these increases in both an- 
thracite and bituminous production was 
due to the efforts of operating companies 
to provide a supply of fuel in anticipa- 
tion of a suspension of mining in April, 
1906, when the wage scale agreements in 
the organized coal-producing States and 
the award of the Strike Commission in 
the anthracite region of Pennsylvania 
would terminate. The larger part of the 
increased production in 1905, however, was 
due to the great activity in the iron in- 
dustry. .

OPTICIAN 
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DERAILED ENGINE HOLDS 
THE CENTRAL'S TRAFFIC UP 


All Trains Entering or Leaving 
the City Delayed for Hours. 


A CRUSH AT THE STATION 


One of the Central’s Largest Locomo- 
tives Left Its Track and Crashed 
Across Another. 


The derailing of a locomotive in the 
yards of the Grand Central Station at For- 
ty-ninth Street early yesterday afternoon 
caused incoming and outgoing trains on 
the New York Central and New Haven 
lines to be delayed for hours. Many who 
had expected to leave the city at 5 o’clock 
in the afternoon were still waiting for 
their trains until long after 8 o’clock. 

The derailed engine was one of the larg- 
est in the New York Central's service. 
It was traveling at a good clip, without 
any cars behind it, to hitch to the South- 
western Limited, due to leave the station 
at 2:04 P. M. It either missed a flying 
switch or struck a spike in the switch, 
and before the engineer could stop it 
crashed across another track. 

All traffic on the road was instantly 
halted, and for some time not a train was 
moved either in or out of the great sta- 
tion, while wrecking crews worked on the 
damaged engine. Two tracks were soon 
made available, but they could not do half 
the work, and as far up as High Bridge 
trains were stalled. At this point it was 
finally decided to transfer passengers to 
the Putnam division of the Central, and 
bring them in town by way of the west 
side elevated roads. This was done to 
passengers on the first and second sec- 
tions of the Metropolitan Express from 
Niagara Falls, due at 5:40 o’clock. Each 
section was made up of eight cars, and 
the passengers in all these were put on 
the Putnam trains. This was also done 
with the passengers of train No. 18, the 
Southwestern Limited, from Niagara 
Falls. This train was made up of Pull- 
man cars, and was due at the Grand Cen- 
. tral at 6 P. M. 

In the meantime trains on the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford, including 
al] Boston expresses and local trains, 
were stopped. It was impossible to get 
cars to or from the Melrose yard, where 
the trains are made up, as the road in 
that direction was completely blocgked. 
The cars making up the Western express, 
due to leave at 8:15 o’clock, did not reach 
the station until 8:40 o’clock, and then it 
was made up in part of local day coaches, 

Outgoing and incoming passengers on 
tocal trains were in a similar plight. From 
the time Manhattan business offices be- 
gan to empty, the station was jammed 
with men and women waiting for trains, 
and shortly after o'clock the incoming 
jlatform was crowded with anxious people 
in evening clothes, looking for others with 
whom they had theatre engagements. 
From the bulletin board to the gates, 
where a stolid man holding a megap8hone 
stood, they pranced, and then back again. 
Gvery few minutes the bulletins would 
ye erased and new “ information ’’ chalked 
In their place.

WILL BE HELD IN 1907 


Assurance Said to Have Been 
Given That None Was Possible. 


MAY MAKE MATCH FOR 1908 


Sir Thomas May Withhold Challenge 
of Promised Contest Under 
New Rules There. 


Whatever may be the ultimate outcome 
of Sir Thomas Lipton’s negotiations for 


another America’s Cup race, it can be 
stated that there will be no race next year. 
Assurances are said to have been positive- 
ly given that under no conditions would 
the New York Yacht Club consider a race 
in 1907. What might be done in the fol- 
lowing year, or what action may be taken 
on the question of rules to govern any 
match that is arranged is absolutely un- 
certain.

THE NEW CHILD LABOR LAW. 

The law regulating the labor of chil- 
dren, and in part of women, which went 
into operation yesterday, is the fruit of 
a prolonged and very earnest agitation 
of the matter by an organization ex- 
pressly devoted to that purpose, aided 
by most of the active charitable asso- 
ciations. Its most important provisions 
are prohibiton of the employment of 
children under the age of 16 in any fac- 
tory in the State before 6 A. M. or after 


}11 P. M., and a like. prohibition after 


7 P. M. in this city of employment in 
business places, hotel telegraph offices, 
transmission of messages, &c. Nor is 
any child under the age of 16, nor any 
woman, allowed to be employed in any 
mine or quarry in the State. Provision 
is made for inspection, and for the en- 
forcement of the terms of the law, and 
the rules regarding the issue of licenses 
permitting the manufacture of clothing 
in tenements are considerably strength- 
ened. 

The working of this amended and re- 
inforced law as to child labor will be 
watched with the utmost interest and 
closely studied by those whose expo- 
rience qualifies them to judge it accu- 
rately. It is by no means the work 
of blind enthusiasts guided solely by 
emotions of humanity. It has been de- 
liberately worked out in the light of 
observation and with much reflection.

strictions on the complete liberty of in- 
dustry necessarily are. It is recognized 
by those who have studied the subject 
that inhibition of the labor of children 
under 16 years of age may in a good 
many instances be an extreme hardship. 
The instances are only too many in 
vhich, through illness, accident, or oth- 
unavoidable causes, the labor of one 
more such children may be the chief 
sole source of support for a family. 
It is known also that the demand for 
such labor most often is found in trades 
where the hours are long and the con- 
ditions otherwise unfavorable. But it 
is well established that these instances 
are exceptional, and that the hardship 
thus incurred is usually of a sort that 
can be relieved by judicious use of the 
resources of charity as now organized 
in most places, and especially well or- 
ganized in this city.

To some extent, also, the prohibition of 
child labor tends to restrict the supply 
of labor, and consequently to advante 
the rate of compensation for older 
workers, thus enabling them to care for 
the children dependent on them. This 
force does not operate where there is 
close competition with other towns in 
which the prohibition is not applied. 
But the system of regulation has spread 
so steadily in all advanged communi- 


ties that this competition tends to de- 
crease. 

There is to be noted a tendency in a 
certain school of workers in this line to 
demand of the State much more liberal 
aid in the support of children who are 
by law forbidden to work without re- 
striction as to kind of work or hours. 
It is a dangerous tendency. It is dan- 
gerous not merely, or chiefly, because 
it certainly would involve an indefinite 
and large increase of public expendi- 
ture, but also because it risks extreme 
demoralization of the parents, and, in- 
cidentally, of the children as well. Re- 
sponsibility for bringing children into 
the world is lax enough already in all 
conscience, and it should not be loos- 
ened still further by encouraging par- 
ents to think that they will be relieved 
of the care of their offspring. On the 
contrary, every effort should be made 
to impose the necessity of such care 
more directly and unavoidably on par- 
ents. It is rarely that industry, pru- 
dence, and self-denial will not be found 
adequate to the task. No law is justi- 
fiable that makes these qualities less 
obligatory. 


THE BALLOON RACE. 


That sixteen persons representing 
seven nations should engage in a bal- 
loon race is to the plain man, content 
with land or water as a basis for racing, 
an astonishing thing. That so many 
persons whom the plain man regards as 
“near suicides”’ should risk their lives 
by committing themselves to the mercy 
of the winds is a testimony to the inex- 
tinguishable love of adventure and ex- 
citement. It is a testimony also to the 
equal passion for competition, seeing 
that they are committing themselves to 
the winds in hopes of winning a prize. 

There will, of course, be “ nothing 
proven’”’ by this race about what can 
fairly be called the navigability of the 
air. For the dirigibility of the balloon 
plays no part whatever in the contest. 
Each contestant simply puts himself at 
the mercy of the air. The wind which 
bloweth where it listeth will also blow 
his balloon whither it listeth. He may 
lucky streak” which will 
waft him across the British Channel.

The breeze at the surface of the earth 
affords only a very faint indication of 
the currents he may encounter in the 
upper strata. It does not appear that 
all the devices of “trial balloons” and 
the like which have been employed fur- 
nish anything like a trustworthy indi- 
eation at what height a favorable 
“slant”’ may be found. Rather it does 
appear that they do not furnish any 
such basis. The so-called “ aeronaut,”’ 
really the aeroderelict, rises to such a 
height as he may conclude on no good 
evidence likeliest to favor him. Motion 
upward and downward is all the change 
of direction he can command or con- 
trol. A more literal fulfillment of a 
“wild goose chase” than is furnished 
by a so-called balloon “race” it would 
be impossible to imagine. 

And yet, such is the human admira- 
tion for mer courage, especially that 
kind of courage which is shown in 
dauntlessly challenging the unknown, 
that every reader will follow with eager 
attention such reports as may come 
of the progress of the racers, helpless 
playthings of the elements as they ar2. 
And every sympathetic soul will hope 
that none of the racers will succumb 
to the perils that all of them have in- 
vited.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


“Au” ADAMs, dead 
by his own hand in a 
hotel bedroom, is safe 
at last from the 
* hounding by the 
newspapers and magazines,’’ which, ac- 
cording to one of his friends, was some 
time ago becoming unendurable and driv- 
ing him to suicide. As many harsh things 
have been said by Tue Times about this 
man, the accusation deserves our careful 
consideration. Reflecting upon his his- 
tory, however, nothing tells us that we 
ever treated him with undeserved and 
therefore to be regretted severity, and, 
though it is probably true that the press 
had something to do with the man’s death, 
there is no particular reason for suppos- 
ing that his sensitiveness developed until 
after the ‘‘ hounding” began to be effect- 
ive by closing up his chosen methods of 
making money. 

A man apparently of some natural-abil- 
ity, he deliberately chose and for long 
years followed a trade so cowardly and 
base that it made him a pariah among pro- 
fessional gamblers and an object of con- 
tempt to the ordinary criminal. “ Policy ”’ 
is the organized theft of pennies and 
nickels and dimes from the very poor. 
Wominally a game of heavy chances against 
the player, ADAMS made it a certainty for 
himself by removing from it the last 
aleatory element. It was only after a 
desperate war that this business was 
broken up, and Apams at last found him- 
self in prison. His brief term served, he 
came back to the city and was soon deep- 
ly involved in the next vilest trade, that 
of the bucket shop. In this the biter 
seems to have been bitten, and in addition 
there was more “hounding”; in other 
words, there was more truth told about 
the man’s acts. Even he never charged 
that he had been maligned, and he want- 
ed to be let alone simply that he might 
exploit human credulity and weakness 
more successfully and more safely. 

Now he ig dead and nobody can ever 
know the exact proportions in which were 
mingled the constituents of his black de- 
spair. The state of his health had some- 
thing to do with it, great losses of ill- 
gotten wealth with other great losses in 
prospect had something, and something, 
perhaps, the belated realization that 
money, no matter how much of it he se- 
cured, would not protect him from denun- 
ciation. The fact is that he simply found 
the world uninhabitable while he pursued 
the only courses he knew, and the alterna- 
tive of repentance, restitution, and reform 
never entered his mind. That he could 
talk of ‘‘hounding”’ is his explanation, 
and in a way his excuse, since it showed 
that he did not understand the hostility 
he excited. His resentment of it may 
have been sincere, on the theory that he 
was a moral imbecile and in the alienist’s 
view irresponsible.

According to the best authorities there is 
little or no organization among these mur- 
derers and thieves, and they have brought 
with them from abroad nothing of the 
Black Hand except its name and the ter- 
ror that can be inspired by its use. 

Organize@d or not, however, they can 
and do kill when their demands for money 
are not obeyed, and they have created 
something like a reign of terror among 
their potential victims, who have the 
best of proofs in many a mutilated corpse 
that the threats of the blackmailers are 
not empty. But though the mounted pa- 
trolmen can do something against these 
bandits, the real remedy lies elsewhere. 
The Black Hand carefully confines its 
attentions to the Italian laborers, evident- 
ly realizing that its methods will not be 
effective \elsewhere. That is to say, the 
Black Hand trusis to and exploits a pe- 
culiarity of the lower-class Italian—his 
distrust of the police and his feeling that 
it is somehow treasonable or dishonor- 
able either to ask its aid in defending 
himself or to assist it in its war against 
crime, 

While this feeling lasts it will be a dif- 
ficult task really to suppress the daily 
outrages that are taking place in West- 
upon these useful and 
honest people. What they need more 
than patrolmen specially assigned for 
their protection is a change of ideas that 
would enable them to protect themselves 
from oppressors who would be powerless 
for evil if they could not count on the 
silence of their countrymen when it comes 
to a conflict with the constituted authori- 
ties. The attitude of the Italian work- 
men is explicable easily enough by the 
student of their national history, but it 
is out of place and time here, and their 
enlightened friends should make every 
effort to convince them of these facts.

SHEPARD ON STOCK WATERING 


He Tells New Hampshire Convention 
About Corporation Wrongs. 


Special to The New York Times. 

| CONCORD, N. H., Oct. 1—The annual! 
meeting of the New Hampshire Bar As- 
seciation in this city this afternoon 
' brought together a distinguished company 
of lawyers, headed by William E. Chand- 
ler, President of the Spanish Treaty 
Claims Commission, and ex-Gov. Chester 
B. Jordan. Samuel C. Eastman of Con- 
cord, retiring President of the association, 
gave an address upon reforms in pleading 
and Edward M. Shepard of New York 
spoke upon some phases of corporation 
law. 

Mr. Shepard's address was heard with 
the closest attention. He discussed tho 
| injury done to the influence of the bar in 
its relations to public life and American 
.statesmanship by the share accredited to 
lawyers in corporate abuses, and said 
that although !awyers are richer to-day, 
their influence with the public conscience 





| is less, 

He pointed out the evils resulting from 
excessive capitalization and the dangers 
to legitimiate corporate interprises aris- 
ing from public indignation incident to 
such inflation. He favored legislation 
requiring bankers and other promoters, 
when launching corporate enterprises, to 
state facts relating to their assets anr 
business, and to state actual values with- 
out coloring :he minds of those who might 
purchase the stock by nominal or ficti- 
tious capitalization and par value. He 
argued that modern business had passed 
beyond the mere mercantile or trading 
stage when secrecy was a legitimate and 
important element. 

While condemning great fortunes earned 
out of stock speculations or manipula- 
tions, Mr. Shepard pointed out the ad- 
vantage to the country and to civiliza- 
tion of the labors in invention, business 
organization, and the like of industrial 
or executive geniuses, like the first Van- 
derbilt. He declared that such geniuses 
might without fictitious and demoralizing 
stock operations earn fortunes quite as 
great as they had earned upon a basis 
of taking only “their share of the wealth 
| which they had created for the commu- 
nity. 

Gen. Frank S. Streeter of Concord 
spoke of the growing importance of the 
subject treated by Mr. Shepard. Mr. 
Streeter, who is the leading counsel in 
New Hampshire for the Boston & Maine 
Railroad, said that some changes in the 
way of reform are imperative, and that 
Mr. Shepard is an excellent man to lead 


the way. 
THREE SETS OF ACCUSERS. 


Tailor and His Wife Twice Arrested 
in $15,000 Silk and Hosiery Theft. 


Four cases of silks and two cases of 
hosiery, valued at $15,000, were stolea 
from the Hamburg-American docks in 
Hoboken, between Sept. 12 and 19. Yes- 
terday Louis Lass and his wife, Annie, of 
186 Second Avenue, were arraigned in the 
Essex Market Court, charged with re- 
‘ceiving the stolen goods. Magistrate 
Baker discharged both prisoners on the 
ground of insufficient evidence, none of 
the goods having been found at their 
place, which is a tatlor shop.

$20,000,000 IN TAXES PAID. 


Receipts for the First Day $6,000,000 
More Than on Oct. 1 Last Year. 


Approximately $20,000,000 was received 
| yesterday by Receiver of Taxes Austen. 
It was the first day for the payment of 
taxes for the new fiscal year. Thousands 
of letters brought a large part of the 
great sum, although many carried their 
cash to the Tax Department window. On 
the first day of tax paying last year there 
was $14,853,000 paid in. 

Of the aggregate sum this year but a 
half million was paid in currency. When 
| the clerks laid aside their reckoning sheets 
| tor the night there was $13,635,000 actual- 
lly in sight. The rest was tucked away in 
| the unopened envelopes. Of the money in 
|sight Manhattan contributed $10,904,543; 
| Brooklyn, $1,600,000; the Bronx, $1,500,000; 
| Queens, $500,000, and Richmond, $135,000. 
| When all the gold, silver, and bills had 
) been sorted out, a cab and two policemen

GOV. MAGOON HERE. 


Retiring Head of Canal Zone Doesn't 
Like Chinese Labor. 


Charles E. Magoon, who is about to re- 
| linquish the Governorship of the Panama 
| Canal Zone, reached New York on the 
| Panama liner Panama, from Colon, yes- 
j terday. Gov. Magoon left at once for 
Washington, where he will report to Pres- 
; ident Roosevelt on the progress of the 
| work on the canal and of conditions in 
| the Canal Zone. Gov. Magoon, it is said, 
is. soon to be appointed Vice Governor 
General of the Philippines. 

**I am convinced that the Chinaman is 
not a desirable laborer for the canal,” 
Gov. Magoon said. ‘‘He cannot be de- 
pended upon to the same extent as the ne- 
gro. As soon as he earns sufficient money 
he opens a store of some kind. 

“The success of coolie labor in other 
| countries has been due to the hold the 


contractors have over them. This amounts 
to practically a system of peonage that 
this Government would not tolerate.” 

With Gov. Magoon came Gabriel Deque, 
the Cuban Consul at Panama, who brings 
a petition to President Roosevelt asking 
that Gov, Magoon be returned to the Isth- 
mus. He is also invested with authority 
to buy a gold medal, engraved with the 
Panama coat of arms, which he is to pre- 
sent to Gov. Magoon before he leaves for 
the Philippines.

THE REV. 0. E, HERRICK DEAD. 


Lincoln Rewarded His Heroic Work 
Among Fever Victims. 


WATERTOWN, N. Y., Oct. 1.—The Rev, 
Dr. Osgood E. Herrick, Chaplain, United 
States Army, retired, died at his home 
here to-day. He was born at Windsor, 
Vt., in 1826, and was appointed Chaplain 
in the United States Army by President 
Lincoln in 1864. He was retired in 1875. 

In 1856 he ministered in Key West, Fla., 
and rendered valuable service during sev- 
eral fever epidemics in the South, having 
been himself twice a victim of the 
scourge. When reports of his service 
reached President Lincoln he at once rec- 
ognized it by appointing him Chaplain 
in the army. An order issued by Gen. W. 
T. Sherman gives high tribute to Dr. Her- 


rick’s service. Boston and Fort Monroe 
were among his stations. He was a grad- 
uate of Hobart.

Part of $30,000 Race.

COURT DRESS BEATS FILLIES 


T. 8. Martin Easily First in the Steeple- 
chase for Three-Year-Olds— 
Four Choices Defeated. 


The Brighton Beach Autumn meeting 
opened yesterday under perfect conditions, 
hut with results that came close to the 
amazing point when Blectioneer, the win- 
ner of the Futurity just about 'a month 
ago, finished first in commanding style 
for the big event of the afternoon, the 
second half of the Produce Stakes, with 
De Mund, which beat him in hollow style 
in their last meeting, a moderate second. 

Electioneer’s victory was earned in ex- 
actly the race thac his new owners had 
in mind when they purchased the colt 
from William Lekeland for a price stated 
to be $35,000, following his victory for the 
Futurity, and though the betting support 
that the colt received was of a doubtful 
character the friends of Trainer Lakeland 
bet with the same confidence that they 
did in the Futurity. 

The race was run as the fourth event of 
the card, and followed the filly part of 
the contest for the first share of the $30,- 
000 stakes, in which the James R. Keene 
entry, Court Dress, took up her extra 
weight, and, breaking out in front at the 
lifting of the starting gate, made all the 
pace and won handily from the second 
choice, Barbary Belle. The success of 
Court Dress was taken as indication that 
established form was best in the two parts 
of the big race of the day, but when it 
came to the colts and geldings section of 
the same big stake, the real upset of the 
afternoon came. 

On the form of all his recent races De 
Mund was looked on as the best horse in 
the contest, and, though other horses re- 
ceived fair support, De Mund always was 
the favorite, and at a time in the betting 
Was an even money choice. Radtke rode 
De Mund, while Miller was upon the sec- 
ond choice, McCarter; Dugan, a jockey 
engaged at the last minute, ridimg Elec- 
tioneer, and J. Jones having the mount on 
Water Pearl. 

The start for the race was made with 
McCarter in front as the sure result of 
Miller riding, Purslane and Yankee Gun 
following in the order named, but in the 
running of the first furlong De Mund 
and Electioneer moved up from the rear 
and taking places just behind the leader 
galloped to the far turn, where the first 
shift in the front places began. There 
was jostling at the far turn in which all 
the leading horses were bearing over to 
the rail, and there pinched off Water 
Pearl which for a quarter of a mile ran 
on the rail and went into the pocket as 
if that was what his rider was looking 
for, Water Pearl pulling back after that, 
dropping out of the race. 

Around the turn the crowding con- 
tinued, and McCarter, still in front to the 
middle of the turn, was carried wider 
and with the lost distance beaten in the 
bend to the head of the stretch, where 
De Mund, shooting to the front and into 
the straight, seemed to be winning. On the 
stretch, however, Electioneer, third to 
that point, made a splendid bid for the 
race and coming on in the last furlong 
when De Mund seemed to tire, won, rid- 
den out, by a scant length, with De Mund 
second, whipping home a head in front 
of Paumonok, third. The time, 1:12 3-5, 
equals the best record for the race. 

In the course of the day, only two 
post favorites were successful, these in- 
cluding Court Dress at 1 to 8 and the 
winner of the maiden steeplechase race, 
T. S, Martin. In the jumping race T. 8. 
Martin had been so well tried for stakes 
to come at Belmont Park that he was 
backed with complete abandon by the 
cross country division, and ridden by the 
negro jockey Rogan, galloped in the first 
flight throughout and won in a big gal- 
lop.

‘KEENE’S AUTO DAMAGED, 


MAY NOT ENTER RACE 


Mechanics, While Working on 
Car, Find a Cylinder Cracked. 


CUP COMMISSION TO MEET 


Appeal on Disqualification of Lytle’s 
Car to be Considered — Tracy’s 
Fast Round in 28 Minutes. 


Foxhall Keene, it was ascertained yes- 
terday, would probable be unable to drive 
his Mercedes car in the Vanderbilt Cup 
race on Saturday. His withdrawal will 
be through no fault of his own, but on 
account of an accident to one of the four 
cylinders of the racing car, which was 
discovered early yesterday morning when 
mechanics were working on the car get- 
ting it ready for practice. On Sunday 
Keene did some practicing with his car 
at Belmont Park and arrived at his ga- 
rege in Cedarhurst late in the evening. 
The car was apparently running well then, 
but yesterday the injury was detected. 
The car is the same that Mr. Keene drove 
last year and which crashed into a tele- 
graph pole near the dangerous Albert- 
son turn, in the fifth lap, being in third 
position at the time. Since then the car 
has been to the German factory and has 
been thoroughly rebuilt, so that much 
faster speed was looked for this year. 

Mr. Keene had great hopes yesterday 
of being able to enter the race, but un- 
less the car is in good condition he said 
that he surely would not start. With Mr. 
Keene out, the German Automobile Club 
will be represented with but two cars, 
those of Robert Graves and George Mc- 
Kesson Brown, 

A meeting of the Vanderbilt Cup com- 
mission will be held at the Garden City 
Hotel to-morrow night, when final prep- 
arations for the big race on Saturday 
will be completed. In addition, the ap- 
peal made by the Pope-Toledo Company 
regarding the disqualification of the car 
driven by Lytle in the elimination race 
will be considered. Chairman Jefferson 
De Mont Thompson received the formal 
appeal yesterday. It is understood that 
while the appeal virtually charges all 
the cars in the elimination race with 
being pushed with the exception of 
Tracy’s Locomobile, the Frayer-Miller 
and the Christie car are singled out for 
especial censure. 

The time for protesting these cars has 
long gone by, and automobilists yester- 
day were at a loss to see what effect the 
Pope-Toledo appeal could possibly have 
upon the present status of the American 
team. The Pope-Toledo officials have ad- 
mitted their fault in being towed by a 
touring car before the board, and the dis- 
qualification of their car therefore must 
be final. 

The cup course was in poor condition 
yesterday, but notwithstanding this draw- 
back Tracy took the early watchers by 
storm by making two unusually fast 
rounds, his first being caught at Krug’s 
Corner, where the right angled turn from 
Mineola Avenue to the Jericho Turnpike 
is made, at 28 minutes and his second 
round was but a shade slower, 29. This 
equals the fast trials made last week by 
the Fiat drivers, Lancia and Dr. Weil- 
schott, and shows that Tracy will be a 
power to be reckoned with in the big race. 

Le Blon’s Thomas car that critics are 
hoping will show up well in Saturday's 
race has not been on the course since the 
elimination trials. It is expected to arrive 
to-day, but that will leave very little 
time for tuning up work over the course. 

Two of the Frayer-Miller cars arrived 
at their quarters yesterday, being the cars 
driven by Lawwell and Belden in the pre- 
ceding race. Lawwell will be out to-day, 
and the Belden car will be held in reserve 
for use In case Lawwell’s car breaks down. 


Christie was not out yesterday. John 
Haynes took the Haynes car out, but did 
not complete a round. 

The only member of the Italian team to 
appear was Cagno. He made a slow 
round in 39. Next to Tracy, Duray with 
his De Dietrich and Jenatzy with bert 
Graves’s Mercedes made the best time, 
each going around the complete circuit in 
30 minutes. lLuttgen made two rounds 
with George McKesson Brown’s Mercedes, 
doing 87 and 82 respectively. Elliott F.

All four parts of General Sessions and 
the Criminal Branch of the Supreme 
Court were opened yesterday and a de- 
termined effort will now be made to les- 
sen the large calendar that confronts | 
the Judges and the District Attorney's 
office, 

Parts III. and IV. and the Criminal 
Branch are to handle murder cases ex- 
clusively. There are now in the Tombs 
twerty-three men tndicted for murder and 
six others held for homicide are awaiting 
the action of the Grand Jury. The Dis- 
trict Attorney wants to dispose of these 
cases as soon as possible, Harry K. ; 
Thaw is No. 14 on the list. Thus, with} 
three cotrts trying nothing but murder | 
indictments, it is possible that his trial | 
may begin next month. 

Ex-Magistrate Joseph Pool made his| 
first appearance as a lawyer yesterday, | 
since he resigned from the bench in June. 
He acted as associate counsel with C. Le 
Barbier, who defended Luigi Iasilli before 
Justice Blanchard, in the Criminal Branch 
of the Supreme Court. Iasilli is accused 
of killing a man he found with Mrs. 
Tasilli. 

Ex-District Attorney Eugene A. Philbin 
assisted the prosecution of Elias Zseik, a 
Syrian, indicted for murder, whose trial 
took place before Recorder Goff in Part 
IV. Zseik is accused of killing John 
Stephens in the Syrian religious riots In 
Washington Street last Spring. 

Judge Foster, who worked to make 
peace between the Hip Sing Tongs and 
the On Leong Tongs in Chinatown last 
Winter, {s trying three members of the 
former tong, who are said to have done 
away with one of the On Leongs. 

In his charge to the October Grand Jury 
yesterday, Judge Rosalsky referred par- 
ticularly to the possible infringements of 
the election law on the days of registra- 
tion. He said in part: 

“In view of the approaching election, it 
is your duty to inquire into the alleged 
violation of any provisions of the election 
law. The general election, as provided by 
law, will be held on Tuesday, Nov. 6. Be- 
fore a citizen is entitled to vote, he must 
register during the month of October, pre- 
ceding general election day. 

“Tilegal registration is a felony. Aid- 
ing and abetting illegal registration is also 
a felony. It is essential to the proper ad- 
ministration of a free Government, whose 
officials are elected by popular vote, that 
an honest election shall be held. The 
right of suffrage is sacred and inallenable, 
unless the possessor forfeits it by the com- 
mission of a felony. Any attempt, by 
fraud, tntimfdation, or force, to prevent 
the honest exercise of the franchise is a 
perversion of the spirit of our representa- 
tive institutions. 

“You must as jurors obliterate from 
your consideration your political preju- 
dices. It is your duty to find an indict- 
ment against any person, be he high or 
low, who shall violate the provisions of 
the election law, should the evidence jus- 
tify such action.”
